80. (New) The device of claim 53, wherein the first representation and the 
second representation are device specific.

84. (New) The device of claim 83, wherein the parsing means is configured 
to parse an attachment of the email to recover the modification. 

85. (New) The device of claim 83, wherein the parsing means is configured 
to parse a body of the email to recover the modification. 

86. (New) The device of claim 83, further comprising: 
recognizing means configured to recognize the email as an event. 

87. (New) The computer program product of claim 54, wherein the first 
representation and the second representation are device specific. 
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88. (New) The computer program product of claim 54, wherein the first 
representation and the second representation are platform specific. 

89. (New) The computer program product of claim 54, wherein the first 
representation and the second representation are format specific. 

90. (New) The computer program product of claim 54, wherein the first 
representation and the second representation are standard specific.
